Although  a  large  part  of  the  district  is  rural  in  character  a  variety  of 
industries  are  carried  on  in  the  town  the  chief  of  which  arc  tanning,  manufacture 
of  antibiotics,  electrical  accessories,  light  engineering,  dress  making  and 
fancy  goods.  Agriculture  plays  a  large  part  in  the  life  of  the  community  and  a 
cattle  market  is  held  weekly.  Ulverston  is  also  the  market  town  for  the 
surrounding  countryside  and  a  public  market  is  held  once  a.  week, 

VITAL  STATISTICS. 


The  principal  vital  statistics  for  1954  and  for  the  preceding  five  years  are 
given  on  page  2. 

Of  the  133  births  registered  during  1954,  64  were  modes  of  which  one  was 
illegitimate  and  69  were  females. 

Approximately  73%  of  deaths  were  of  persons  65  years  of  a„ge  or  over  and  the 
principal  causes  of  death  were:-  Heart  disca.ses  59,  Intracraniad  vascular 
lesions  14  and  malignant  growths  13.

During  the  3^ear  the  supply  was  satisfactory  in  quantity. 

One  chemical  analysis  and  four  bacteriological  analyses  of  the  water  were 
made  during  the  year  and  all  gave  s a.t is f act ory  results. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  3184  houses  had  a  supply  direct  from  the  mains  and 
another  40  were  supplied  by  stand  pipes.  During  the  year  2  existing  houses  were 
newly  connected  to  the  mains,  in  pla.ee  of  stand  pipes,  in  addition  to  112  new 
dwellings.  Ho  change  occurred  in  the  supplies  from  privet; e  sources. 


Sewerage  and  Dra.ina.ge, 

The  first  part  of  the  new  main  drainage  scheme  was  completed  during  the 
year  and  work  on  other  parts  of  the  scheme  continues. 

At  31st  December,  1954  there  were  3*200  houses  on  the  water  carriage  system 
with  approximately  3*800  water  closets.

The  great  increase  in  the  number  of  housing  inspections  made  will  be  noted. 
Thus,  of  course,  was  due  to  the  survey  which  is  being  undertaken  a.s  a.  preliminary 
to  drawing  up  a  slum  clearance  programme.  At  the  end  of  the  year  it  was 
already  apparent  that  a.  large  number  of  houses  would  have  to  bo  considered  for 
demolition  or  hrpr ovement ,  Numerous  houses  are  100-300  years  old,  some  built 
of  rubble,  congested  and  badly  arranged.

REFUSE  DISPOSAL. 

A  regular  weekly  collection  has  been  maintained,  throughout  the  year. 
Disposal,  of  the  refuse  has  been  by  controlled  tipping  at  Tcbay  Lane. 

Treatments  have  been  carried  out  to  prevent  infestations  by  rodents  and  insects 
and  the  tip  has  been  maintained  in  a  satisfactory  condition* 

RODENT  CONTROL. 

Routine  treatments  of  the  sewers,  sewage  works,  controlled  tip  and  beck 
courses  have  been  carried  out.

The  Housing  Repa.irs  and  Rents  Act.  1954-  came  into  operation  on  the 
30th  August.  This  a.ct  is  designed  to  acilitato  exorcise  of  the  Council’s 
statutory  responsibilities  for  the  clearance  and  replacement  of  slum  houses, 
the  enforcement  of  essential  repairs  and  the  encouragement  of  improvements 
and  conversions.  In  order  to  obtain  a  complete  picture  of  all  types  of 
housing  conditions,  a  full  survey  was  started  and  which  is  now  almost  complete, 
and  will  provide  figures  of  the  number  of  houses  for  dealing  with  in  one  way  or 
another  during  the  next  five  years.  It  is  also  hoped  to  get  a.  list  of 
sub-standard  houses  which  can  be  improved,  as,  Lacking  modern  amenities  now, 
they  can  and  should  be  made  into  satisfactory  dwelling  houses  for  many  years 
to  conic. 

The  Council’s  policy  of  closing  houses  which  are  unfit  for  habitation 
but  where  it  is  impossible  to  demolish  has  been  continued  and  the  following  <’ 
dwellings  have  been  dealt  with  under  the  Local  Government  (Miscellaneous 
Provisions)  Act.

Contact  has  been  maintained  vith  the  industries  concerned  and  has  been  rewarded 
by  the  limited  amount  of  atmospheric  pollution  and  uiliingness  to  assist  in 
this  direction. 


Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food,  Heat  Inspection, 


Centralised  slaughter  for  Ulverston,  Diversion  Rural  District  and  Grange 
Urban  District  v.t*.s  carried  on  under  ministry  of  Food  arrangements  at  the 
p;  ivately  owned  slaughterhouse  in  the  Gill,  Ulverston  until  control  ceased  in 
July,  Pollening  meetings  between  the  Council  and  local  butchers  it  was 
decided  to  continue  using  the  premises  as  'a  Public  Slaughterhouse  and  in  this 
capacity  has  been  veil  supported  and  appreciated. 


No  applications  for  the  use  of  previously  licenced  or  registered  private 
slaughterhouses  in  the  Dis  brict  have  boon  received. 

The  total  number  of  animals  killed  dmaing  the  year  is  only  slightly  less 
than  the  two  previous  ye ars  although  tlie  number  of  pigs  is  far  in  excess  of  any 
other  year.  The  unsatisfactory  equipment  for  pig  slaughter  has  boon  referred  to 


in  previous  reports  and  it  is 


honed  that  more  efficient  and  modern  equipment 


will  be  installed  in  the  near  future.

All  food  shops  and  premises  ha.vc  been  inspected  a.t  frequent  intervals, 
some  209  visits  having  been  made  for  this  purpose.  Some  premises  have 
continued  to  maintain  a  very  high  standard  and  their  vigilance  is  well  worth 
appreciating.  Unfortunately  there  are  others  who  require  constant  supervision 
and  their  attention  has  to  be  frequently  drawn  to  the  necessity  of  not  only 
ma.inta.ining  their  present  standard  but  also  trying  to  improve.  It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  Regulations  under  the  proposed  Pood,  and  Drugs  Amendment  Act,  1 954 
mey  be  so  embracing  as  to  cover  a.ll  the  necessary  requirements  in  these 
c  st  a.b  lishment  s .

ICE-CREAM. 

Two  premises  are  registered  for  the  manufacture,  storage  and.  sale  and 
25  premises  for  storage  and  sale.  The  retailors  mainly  sell  pre-packed  ice  cream 
supplied  by  the  larger  manufacturers  outside  the  district.  All  premises  have 
been  kept  in  a.  clean  end  satisfactory  condition. 

MILK  AND  DAIRIES. 

Under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations,  1949*  three  persons  are  registered 
as  Distributors  and  two  premises  registered  for  use  as  Dairies  (not  being 
Da.iry  Farms), 

Three  dealer’s  licences  to  sell  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk  and  two  retail 
Distributor's  licences  to  sell  pasteurised  milk  have  boon  issued. 

10  samples  of  milk  were  obtained  for  bacteriological  examination  for 
cleanliness,  all  of  which  proved,  to  be  satisfactory.  Four  samples  of  milk 
were  also  submitted  for  biological  examination  and.  proved  negative  to  the 
tubercle  test.
